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under the supervision of an attorney.  Selection of an assignment or licensing agreements 
prepared and approved by an attorney would generally fall under such an allowance.  
Allowing paraprofessionals to engage in these types of activities is particularly important 
in a corporate environment where only one or two form agreements may be used in certain 
clearly defined situations.  Completion of such agreements and modification of the 
agreements under the direction of an attorney should be permitted.  Explicit recognition 
that selection and completion of an assignment is incidental to the filing of an application 
as long as it is not prohibited by state law is important to the effective utilization of patent 
agents.
